As you have probably learned from the local press and 
television, the State Department of education is preparing to 

implement a new program for sex education in the public 
schools. The guidelines for this program raise several concerns 
which need to be voiced and addressed before any such 
program be implemented in our public schools. 

Of primary concern is the program’s total divorce of human 
sexuality from all religious or moral values, with the result that 
sex is presented in a way which is often in direct contradiction 
to Catholic faith and teaching, not to mention the express 


desires of parents of all faiths. 


~ Also of concern is the manner in which the proposed 
ae _ guidelines were developed and the process in which they are _. 
: being implemented. There appears to have. been no attempt to 
receive input from parents or religious groups, nor does there 
seem to be any intention to hold public hearings or accept 
recommendations before preparing the final draft. ; 
The National Catechetical Directory, echoing the Declaration 
on Christian Education from Vatican Il, clearly affirms the 
importance of education in human sexuality “from infancy 
through adulthood,” but correctly emphasizes the necessity of 
placing education in human sexuality “in the context of religious 
values.” Also clearly stated are the rights of parents “ ‘to take 
part in planning, presenting and evaluating programs,” as well as 
their “right and duty to protest programs which violate their 


moral and religious convictions.”

This past week we have witnessed the most recent chapter of 
the U.S. Supreme Court vs. the abortion question. Oral argu- 
ments on Hyde Amendment cases were presented by both sides 
involved in this recent question in front of justices, Monday. 


On Jan. 22, 1973, the U.S. Supreme Court held that women 
had the right to an abortion if they so desired and that govern- 
ment could not interfere. In 1977, the court ruled that govern- 
ment did not have to pay for elective abortions. Also stated in 
the decision was that a woman’s right to an abortion “implies no 
limitation on the authority of a state to make a value judgment 
favoring childbirth over abortion, and to implement that judg- 
ment by the allocation of public funds.” 


Confused? So is everyone else. In 1976 and again in 1977, 
the federal government effectively restricted the funding for 
abortions when it implemented the Hyde Amendment. Now, 
women cannot obtain an abortion with Medicaid funds unless 
their life is endangered by carrying the fetus to term or ifcertain 
acts of rape or incest take place. 


Pro-abortionists argue that ‘‘the preference for fetal life over 
maternal health is not rational.” The feeling of this segment of 
the population is that the Hyde Amendment is limiting the right 
of poor women to seek abortions as guaranteed in 1973 just

because they are poor. 

To this newspaper the protection of fetal life is most impor- 
tant. The Hyde Amendment does not limit women’s right to 
choose an abortion. What it does say is ‘‘go ahead and have an 
abortion but the federal government is not going to pay for it 
with taxpayers’ funds.”’ 


What is heartening to us at this paper is hearing a govern- 
ment’s representative, U.S. Solicitor General Wade McCree, 
State that the Medicaid restrictions are “rationally related to the 
legitimate government interest of preserving potential human 
life and encouraging childbirth.” That is exactly what so many 
pro-lifers have been saying for years. 


The abortion question may never be settled. But for those of 
us who believe that abortion itself is immoral, any sign of 
encouragement is welcomed. 


The pressure appears to be on Justice Lewis Powell. The 
experts claim the court is split down the middle and Powell’s 
vote will swing the decision one way or another. Let us hope he 


sees the need to recognize that the Hyde Amendment is indeed .

California voters are being overwhelmed by 
initiative campaigns, generated by the suc- 
cess of Howard Jarvis. 

Proposition 13, the property tax reduction 
measure of 1978, started it all. This year 
Jarvis is back with Proposition 9 (Jarvis I!) to 
cut state income taxes in half. 

TWO OTHER initiatives will be on the June 3 
statewide ballot with Jarvis ||: Propositions 
10, rent regulations, and 11, an oil surtax. 

But hold on! Wait until November. Petition 
circulators at this moment are trying to qualify 
31 more initiatives. They range from propos- 
als for no-fault insurance to a state lottery to 
repeal of the sales tax on gasoline, to judicial 
“reform’’ — you name it. 

This raises the question of whether the in- 
itiative procedure — made possible for the 
electorate in 1911 during the Hiram W. John- 
son administration — is being overworked. 

THERE IS a growing segment among the vo- 
ters who believe the ‘“‘abuse”’ of the initiative 
alone is a valid reason to reject Jarvis II. 

In fact, Milton Friedman, the conservative 
economist and a supporter of Proposition 13, 
believes enough is enough. 

In a recent interview Friedman stated: ‘‘If 
you start using the Constitution to legislate the 
specific form of taxes on one hand, or the 
specific form of spending on the other, you get 


Mr. Rodda’s discussion of Proposition 9 
(SC, April 17) makes an implicit assumption 
that is false: namely that monies taken from 
the government must also be taken from the 
poor. 

The error in this assumption can be seen 
from the pragmatic fact of life that only 25 
cents, or less, of every dollar appropriated to 
aid the poor actually is spent for that worthy 
purpose. The rest, unfortunately, goes to sup- 
port the bloated and parasitic bureaucracy set 
up to administer these funds. . 

As Mr. Rodda has pointed out, with the 
advent of Proposition 13 the bureaucrats, ina 
desperate attempt to keep their overpaid posi- 
tion, have dishonestly used the excuse of a 
smaller budget to penalize the poor and the 
elderly.

THE ECONOMIST said Proposition 13, 
though in and of itself was not a good mea- 
Sure, served its purpose of shocking the state 
legislature into recognizing the ‘“‘groundswell 
against excessive government spending.” 

Other fiscal experts point out Proposition 
13, plus Proposition 4, the Gann government 
spending limit measure of 1979, and Jarvis |! 
are freezing into the Constitution policies that 
gradually are putting the legislature in a strait 
jacket. 

For example: One of the provisions of 13 is 
that the legislature can no longer enact a tax 
measure without a two-thirds vote of both the 
Senate and Assembly. This gives a minority 
the power to thwart the will of a majority. This 
is unusual in legislative circles, California 
being one of the few states with such a re- 
quirement. 

ANOTHER DRAWBACK: Once the voters adopt 
an initiative measure, there is no way to repeal 
it without another vote of the people through 
the initiative. The legislature is powerless to 
even propose the repeal of an initiative mea- 
sure. 

Only once in the last half century have the 
voters seen the error of their ways and re- 
versed themselves. 


STARTING WITH the abolition of the poll tax

Dozens of mea- 
sures were enacted which directly or indirect- 
ly reduce state and local tax burdens.” 

West cited the following: 

© A$300 million unemployment insurance 
tax cut by tightening eligibility requirements; 

@A_ local government bailout measure 
which provides for permanent post-13 fun- 
ding; 

© The requirement that county assessors 
roll back assessed values to levels intended by 
Proposition 13, at a savings of $73 million; 

@ Indexing of the personal income tax to 
prevent inflation from causing an undue bur- 


lic funds to cover up this trash. ; 

And perhaps there is a third deception, the 
most serious of all. Americans of Mexican 
decent take pride in a vibrant, distinctive form 
of art.

© Repeal of the business inventory tax; 

@ Income tax credit for disability insurance

In the last 65 years 434 initiative petitions 
have been circulated, of which 165 qualified 
for the ballot. 

SUDDENLY IN 1980 31 petitions are out, 
requiring 553,790 signatures each to get on 
the ballot as a constitutional amendment and 
346,119 as an amendment to the statutes. 
Obviously many will fail to make it. 

lf 1980 was a typical year, more than 


’ 2,000 petitions would have been circulated 


over the years, instead of 434.

“PROPOSITION 13 made a folk hero out of 
Howard Jarvis and gave Paul Gann, co-author 
of 13, a platform for a campaign for the U.S.

‘ For. example, all the turmoil and 
crusades of recent years-have left me with 
the general judgment: The more absolute 
a public position is, -the more likely it will 
be deficient. 


| SAY “THE MORE LIKELY” because | 
believe there are some absolute values, 
but not nearly as many as most of us 
claim. 

But in trying to be honest and thoughtful 
in examining public controversies, | have 
found that most of them involve complex 
issues, a confusing tangle of facts, and 
frequently, a difficulty in obtaining 
adequate, balanced knowledge of the 
significant facts. 


In short, | find that few of these issues 
yield enough certitude so that | can 
endorse slogans that fit on placards or 
bumper stickers. ie 


| FIND MYSELF unpersuaded: by most 


Parishes are a lot like families. Some 
families are made up of people who share 
a history, live a present, hope for a future, 
and live, laugh, and argue together. Other 
families-are made up of individuals who go 
their own: way, politely deferential to 
others, and grow up and away without 
really knowing each other. 


Some parishes offer a feeling of family 
that you’ sense the minute you walk in. It’s 
not that definable — feelings rarely are— 
but there’s a degree of relationship and 
comfort there that enables people to 
interact like a parish family with. all the 
closeness and disharmony that implies. 


Other parishes — sad, sterile parishes — 
never generate a feeling of togetherness 
and family. Parishioners don’t see 
themselves as a responsible part of the 
parish family. 

THEY COME TO MASS, pray privately, 
leave without relating to anyone else, and 
go home to complain that they aren't 
getting anything out of the parish.

“Catholic theologians are undermining 
the integrity of the church.” 

“The Vatican is suppressing the 
necessary contribution of -Catholic 
theologians.” 

“Republicans don’t care for the needs of 
the poor.” ; 

“Democrats. have no interest in the 
financial stability of private industry.” 


1 DON’T DENY THAT there are elements’ 


of truth in most or all of these judgments. 


What we're talking about here is 
community, that elusive underpinning 
that makes a parish not a place but a 
caring faith community. A sense of 
community isn't a gift but the result of lots 
of hard work on the part of its parish 
family. It constantly ‘reflects on its 
relationship: how is this going to bring us 
closer to becoming a caring faith 
community? How might it separate us? 


Certain traits stand out in parishes that 
have become communities. Probably the 
most significant is that of making 
newcomers feel welcome. It’s not great 
achievement, after all, to have a fine 
degree of community in a static parish. 


But if there has been great movement in - 


and out, people in some parishes begin to 
feel like owners and treat newcomers like 
aliens. 


HOSPITALITY IS THE KEY here, making 
people feel welcome by setting up parish 
visitor programs, specifically inviting 
newcomers as well as oldtimers to 
activities, and introducing them to the

But the issues and the facts are just too 
complex, too shaded to justify the 
generalization. 


One motive for grasping generalizations 
is the frustration we experignce when we 
recognize that important issues involve 
more specialized knowledge or more time 
and energy than We can devote to them. 


We've learned the danger of entrusting 


such decisions to those specialists who. 


claim to have competence in the subject. 
We recognize that there is as much 
difference of opinion among the experts 
as there is among the general population. 


IN OUR FRUSTRATION, we are 
attracted to the generalization which gives 
us the satisfactioén of having resolved the 
matter in our own minds; it spares us the 
need of further investigation and thought. 


|, too, distrust the wisdom of specialists 
on matters of great public importance. But 
| believe that | can formulate a workable, 
citizen’s judgment on most of these issues 
without being ‘forced to cling to the 
generalizations, without doing violence to 
the complexity of the issue. 


Making a community out of your parish

On the basis of the general knowledge | 
can obtain, and relating the facts and 
issues to the knowledge and values | hold, 
I.can formulate a judgment, for example, 
on the priorities of human services and 
defense expenditures in .the national 
budget. 


ITS NOT A REFINED judgment; it 
doesn't claim to include all the relevant 
facts; it doesn’t assume that anyone 
reaching 8 different judgment is,either 
callous or naive. But it gives me enough 
probability to guide me in’ voting for or 
against a candidate. 


When difficulties increase, when 
problems multiply—whether in the 
church or in our nation—we are attracted 
to. the security of hiding. behind a 


~ generalization while we close our minds to 


other possibilities. We are tempted to write 
off those who reach a different judgment. 


Such an escape is a betrayal of our 
intelligence, of our vocation to honor and 
seek the truth. And, ultimately, it is a 
refusal to follow the Lord who told us He 
was the way, the truth, and the life. 


mature discussion on leadership and 
responsibilities. 


A BULLETIN CAN'T SERVE the same 
purpose. It announces. The newsletter is 
like a family letter. It keeps us up-to-date 
on each other so that we care about each 
other. Some newsletters tend to be 
bulletins or pastoral propaganda vehicles 
and that’s bad. 


Far better when the community invites 
volunteers with an interest in writing to 
come up with a newsy letter every month, 
introducing us to one another and letting 
us know alittle more about the person next 
to us in the pews. 


One sad phrase we hear over and over 
again in parishes without a sense of 
community is, “I! don’t know what's going 
on.” We can help overcome that question 
by answering it. There are many ways to 
develop parish community, | realize, but 
these two—hospitality and newsletter — 
are evident in most parishes that seem 
like families today. Why not try them? 
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The “simple” message of Jesus to “leave 
what you: have and follow me” evokes 
complex reactions in the human heart, not 
the least of which is fear. 

Faith is so difficult for us, | suppose, 

_ because it threatens what we see as our 
security—the anchors and chains with 
which we bind ourselves to the tangible 
things of: earth. We can speak with 
confidence enough of the “leap in the 
dark” of faith, but to. ‘actually leap 
confidently into the unknown is another 
matter. 


MOST OF THE TIME, however honestly 
we long to follow Jesus, our major 
limitation lies in summoning enough 
courage to let go of the possessions and 
status—or phobias—we have and venture 
out to find security only in trust and hope 
in God. It is far too easy to rationalize and 
curtail.the extent of our commitment. 


In fact, often when we seem to be most 
totally committed—involved in church 
work from morning to night—maybe we 
are operating least in the area of trust and 
faith. “Busyness” in pursuing an 


Q: Recently | attended a Mass where, at 
the homily time, a short movie was shown. 
Is this allowed? 


A: The liturgy of the Word must be just 
that—the proclamation of the Word by 
means of the inspired texts. The directive 
of the present pope, affirming the tradition 
of the Church, is unambiguous. “It must 
always be remembered that only the word 
of God can be used for Mass readings. 


“The reading of scripture cannot be 
replaced by the reading of other texts, 
however much they may be endowed with 
undoubted religious and moral values.” 


Following the scriptural readings, the 
homily is—ideally—a contemporary 
explanation and application of God's 
Word. It is precisely here that other texts 
(and -audio-visual aids) may profitably be 
introduced: “On the other hand such texts 
(i.e., 
profitably in the homily. 

“Indeed the homily is supremely 
suitable for the use of such texts, provided 
that their content corresponds to the 
required conditions, since it is one of the 
tasks that belong to the-nature of the 
homily to show the points of convergence 
between revealed divine wisdom and 
noble human thought seeking the truth by 
various paths.”

an escape as laziness, and what looks like 
dedication may be just another way of 
closing out less comfortable alternatives. 


The way we react to people who truly do 
take a leap into what we call insecurity can 
tell us something about our own evasions 
and, maybe, our guilts. When someone 
does something “crazy” for God, it poses a 
question for the rest of us. Am | prepared 
to go to such lengths, to relinquish, -to 
forego things the world values? 


IT IS “CRAZY” for instance, for a middle- 
aged man in poor health and therefore 
with a somewhat precarious future, to 


' adopt a fifth child and decide to “gamble” 


on purchasing an enormous and 
expensive home in the hope of developing 
it into a Christian center of prayer. 


It is “crazy” for a girl in her mid-20s to 
leave home, family and a promising 
career to spend a year training at her own 
expense for the Lay Mission field, without 
the assurance that a place might be for her 
in the missions at its conclusion.

find this to be discouraging and, above all, 
depressing, reminiscent of Bonhoeffer’s 
famous expression: “cheap grace.” 


The intent of such a penance service is

It is “crazy” fora young family to decide e

The difference is that most of us dismiss 
those nudgings. An idea occurs—but it is 
tdo impractical. An opportunity arises— 
but it would entail too much upheaval. In 
any case, how can we be sure this is what 
God wants? 


| put the question to one of my “fools for 
Christ.” Her answer was simple. “I don’t 
know if one is ever sure. But if | do this 
honestly, believing it to be in accord with 
God's will, then | know he will bless it and

shows more clearly the ecclesial nature of 
penance.” But, in point of fact, there is 
more than a danger or a possibility of a real 
cop-out — that is, the penitent deliberately 
wants: to avoid getting involved; he/she 
wants to keep the whole business 
impersonal with no questions asked. 


With all those persons waiting in line, for 
example, what assistance can the 
confessor give to the man or woman who 
announces that it’s been twenty years 
since the last confession? Or what about 
the married person involved in an affair? 
Or the child who appears to make a first 
confession? Or the person who states that 
“| have no sins that | can remember?” 


These situations, more usual than 
unusual at a penance liturgy, send signals 
to the priest: No trespassing — keep your 
distance. 


Q: Please explain about who can be a 
sponsor at confirmation. 


A: Each person to be confirmed should 


have one—and only one—sponsor of the 
same sex. The sponsor must belong to the 


‘Catholic Church and must already have 


received the sacraments of Eucharist and 
confirmation. 


Contrary to the former law of the church, 
it is now strongly encouraged that the 
baptism and confirmation sponsor be the 
same. 
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bring it all to good.” 


IN THE MEANTIME she will leave all the 
security she has ever known to embark 
upon a lonely odyssey to do something | 
beautiful—and quite foolish—for God. 
And how-does.it make us feel to see her go? 
Envious, guilty perhaps, | frustrated 
because the needs of others hold priority . 
over us? Perhaps even grateful we are not: 
prey to the same divine discontent? 


There are many ways to be fools for 
Christ, though.: We. ‘cannot all, nor do we 
need to, step out‘on some new adventure. 
The foolishness most of us will be called to’ 
may be no more'than loving where we are 
not loved, crying for those who do not care 
for us, forgiving where we are not forgiven, 
encouraging those who do not encourage 
us. 


These are just as much steps in the dark 
and a moving out from security into a blind 
freedom,And these are things denied none 
of us. But embarking upon them in the 
faith that God will bless our efforts, we will 
be as surely “fools for Christ” as St. Paul 
_ ever was. 


_ Q: I have a friend who is a baptized 
Protestant and she wants to become a 
Catholic. Will she have to be baptized 
again? 


A: lf a person has been baptized outside 
of the Catholic Church, he/she need only 
make the profession of faith; contrary to 
former practices, no abjuration of heresy 
is required and there is no absolution — 
given Hom ,excommunication. 


The ‘procedure would be, then: 
profession of faith followed -by the 
sacrament of reconciliation (confession) 
with absolution. 


lf, however, there is reason to believe 
that the prior baptism was invalid, then the 
person makes the profession of faith, 
receives baptism conditionally and, in the 
same manner, the sacrament of 
reconciliation. 


In both instances it does: not seem 
necessary that the person “go to 
confession” right then and there, but 
certainly before the reception of other 
sacraments including Holy Communion.

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The resurrection means total victory 


Fourth Sunday of Easter; April 27, 1980. 
Acts of the Apostles 13:14, 43-52; 
Revelation 7:14-17; John 10:27-30. 

“In this, thy bitter pasSion, Good 
Shepherd, think of me.” The words are 
from a well-known Passion chorale often 
sung during the lenten season. It is 
probably better known by its opening 
words, “O Sacred Head Surrounded.” 


But why do | quote a lenten hymn in the 
midst of the Easter season? The most 
obvious reason, and, to tell the truth, the 
reason that first occurred to me, -was the 
reference to Jesus as “Good Shepherd.” 
Our third reading for this Sunday is taken 
from the “Good. Shepherd” discourse in 
John’s Gospel. 

On reflection, however, | became aware 
ofa much more profound reason, the one 
that led me to use the words as the 
opening sentence. 

BRIEFLY, THE REASON is that Jesus’ 
passion and death do remain an active 


reality in our struggle for holiness, just as 
much as does His resurrection. 


As Paul reminds us, every time we 


celebrate the Eucharist we “proclaim the 


death of the Lord until he comes” (1 
Corinthians 11:26). 


There is an insidious error about in our 
land. It says in effect that Jesus doesn't 
hurt anymore, no matter how much wesin. 
His suffering-and death are a thing of the 
past. 


THEY HAVE BEEN ANNULLED, blotted 


out by His resurrection. They had meaning ~ 
only inasmuch as they highlighted the . 


greatness and the glory of the risen Lord: 
They can now be forgotten. 


As Jim Stentzel expressed it in an issue 
of “Sojourners,” many “think of Holy Week 
in terms of the ribbons on our bonnets 
rather than the nails through Christ's 
limbs.” They “like neatness, and the 
crucifixion is. messy...The journey, the 
struggle, is over. They've found it.” 
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The Gospel truth is that the cross is 
constantly intruding into our lives and 


reminding us that, while God's grace is - 


free, absolutely free, it is not cheap. It 
makes demands on us even in the midst of 
our Alleluias. It is why Jesus’ “bitter 


Passion” must never be overlooked and . 


why, when we celebrate it, we ask Him 
earnestly to think of us. 


A LIVING PROOF OF ALL this is the book 
of the Acts of the Apostles; our reading 
from that book is but one illustration from. 
many. While the young Christian Church 
rejoices in the risen Lord, while “the 
disciples could not but be filled with joy 
and ‘the Holy Spirit,” they ‘still suffer 
“violent abuse” and “persecution.” 


Those who siffer in this way are inno way 
less convinced of God's love for them. 
Rather, their spirit of gratefulness, their 


-constant joy, their eagerness tospreadthe 


Word in the face of opposition are infallible 
signs of that love working its way in them. 


They have really “found” His love and 
cannot keep from responding to it. 

Is there, then, only the cross, only the 
struggle? That, of course, would be the 
opposite error. We could hardly be an 


- Easter people if we did not believe thatthe 


resurrection does mean, ultimately, total 
victory. 


WHILE GOD'S LOVE IN US now brings: 
happiness with it, it will bring unrelieved 
happiness in glory. 

That is the clear message of the reading 
from Revelation. Who are all those people 
“from every nation and race, people and 
tongue?” “These are the ones who have 
survived the great period of trial...It was 
this that brought them before God's 
throne.” ss

through our worldly pilgrimage. We sing 
our Alleluias now, even if a bit off key. But 
then we will sing them with unfettered joy.

Are Christian dreams ‘gifts of grace?” 


MARRIOTTSVILLE, Md. (NC) — A man repeatedly dreamed 
he was pursued by a lion. Finally, backed against a tree, he 
closed his eyes and gave up. The lion came up to him and 
merely licked his hand. 

“A woman dreamed she was in her kitchen, cracking open a 
hard-boiled egg, inside was a tiny beating heart. 

Dreams, according to psychologist Andrew Canale, are a way 
for something larger than ourselves to break into our conscious- 
ness: 

In the first case, the man came to realize that he was not 
allowing the instinctual side of himself to be expressed. The 
woman saw that she had become “‘hard-boiled’’ and wanted to 
Jet out the heart inside of her. 

Canale, a Catholic, discussed the spiritual importance of 
dreams during a weekend workshop at Marriottsville Spiritual 
Center. A psychologist with a private practice in the Boston 
area, Canale said he tries whenever possible to bring Christian- 
ity into his work. 

“Dreams can bring us wisdom we don’t have in our conscious- 
ness,” he said. We come into contact with ‘‘something that

In order to understand dreams, Canale said, it is necessary to 
have a view of the world that takes spiritual realities into 
account. As a Christian, Canale believes in a knowing and 
loving God who wants to communicate with his people and lead 
them to wholeness. 


Not all dreams are equally important, Canale said, describing 
nine different levels of dreams. 


The first four deal with the person and his psyche. These 
include dreams about waking-life incidents, memories, experi- 
ences that have been repressed and dreams that symbolically 
represent feelings and attitudes. 


But Canale believes there are also five other levels of dreams 
in which we are affected by forces outside ourselves. These 
include dreams that foretell the future. Those that give answers 
to specific problems and those that use archetypal images 
found in the myths of many cultures. 

More unusual are the ‘‘numinous’”’ dreams in which the 
person senses he is in the presence of the divine or of the 
demonic. There is a sense of awe, Canale said, a strong feeling - 
of having met “‘something much larger than the person.’ These 
dreams are relatively rare, he said, and are often frightening. 

Other dreams give messages from God that may deal with the 
person’s death or with the nature of heaven. 


Canale pointed out that dreams play an important role in both 
the Old and New Testaments. St. Joseph, for example, had 
dreams telling it was all right to marry Mary, warning him to go 
to Egypt to escape Herod and finally telling him it was safe to 
return home. 


The early church fathers also took dreams seriously, Canale 
said, but with St. Thomas Aquinas, the Aristotelian view that we 
experience God through reason alone became dominant. 


Canale urged taking dreams seriously and spending time 
learning the symbolic language dreams use. He suggested 
going back to dream images in meditation and questioning 
figures in the dream, in one’s imagination, to discover their 
meaning.

Volunteer agencies endangered 


THE ENDANGERED SECTOR by Waldemar 
A. Nielsen. Columbia University Press, 
New York City, 279 pages, $14.95. 


In this important book Waldemar 
Nielsen analyzes the increasingly 
precarious state of American private 
voluntary organizations— the nongovern- 
mental and nonprofit research, educa- 
tional, health, welfare, social action, and 
cultural institutions. : 


These institutions together with the 


he styles the “third sector” in American 
society. The other two sectors are 
business and government. 


NIELSEN FINDS the third sector 
endangered by the modern welfare state 
which, he says, has broken the.old “social 
compact” obtained prior to World War II 
between government and private 
voluntary organizations. . 


‘ Today government, as he views. it, 
dominates the third sector by both 
funding and regulating it to the point 
where it has lost most of its former 
autonomy. 


| Still worse, government now competes 
| with it through its own extensive system of 
| public health, education, and welfare 
institutions. 
} SUCH TRADITIONAL values, says the 
author, as individual responsibility, 
| private initiative, diversity, autonomy, 
| decentralization, and “the precedence of 
| commitment over efficiency” have largely 
given way to a new public ethos 
i characterized by egalitarianism, political 
rights and “entitlements,” cost effective- 
ness, public accountability, and central 


churches and synagogues comprise what ° 


coordination and planning, 


In short, says Nielsen, people now look 
to government rather than to. themselves 
for fulfillment of their needs, resent 
private charity as elitist and demeaning, 
and demand a voice in the provision of 


_services that directly affect them. To him 


the prospects’ of the third sector appear 
gloomy. © ; 

Nielsen believes a revitalization of the 
third sector is important not only for the 
survival of this country’s tradition of 
pluralism, but as a way of offsetting the 
stultifying effects of big government and_ 
creeping bureaucracy. 


NONPROFIT organizations can serve as 
crucial “mediating structures,” he asserts, 
between the people and big government 
as well as. help decentralize and render~ 
more responsive the provision of services. 


The author calls for establishment of a 
new social compact among the 


-government, the third sector, and the 


public, and he sets forth-a series of public 
policy proposals toward this end. 


“The Endangered Sector ” is a valuable 
contribution not only to public discussion 


‘about the future of American voluntary 


organizations, but to Catholic colleges and 
health and social services institutions—a 
significant part of the third sector—as 
they continue to reassess their. 
relationship to the state.
